Gas Company Says Pittsburg 
Sufferers Will Be Paid ° 
“Without Quibbling.”’

PITTSBURG, Pa., Nov. 19. — A 
policy of “square dealing without 
quibbling’’ to sufferers of the gas 
tank explosion Monday in which 
more than a score of persons were 
killed and hundreds of others 1in- 
jured, was announced today "y A. 
W. Robertson, president of the 
Equitable Gas Co., owner of the 
tank. 

Without waiting until legal re- 
sponsibility for the catastrophe had 
been fixed, Robertson. said the 
company had decided to meet tne 
most pressing needs of the suf- 
ferers on a basis of humanitarian- 
ism. The program includes imme- 
diate payment of all hospital tills 
of those injured, repairs to prop- 
erty damage suffered by 800 home 
owners and tenants and an offer 
to meet claims for personal fju- 
ries of loss of life. 

A “sufficient sum” was available 
for the work, Robertson added, 21- 
though he declined to name the 
amount. 

“Our eyes tell us of the suffering 
and our hearts respond to the ur- 
gency for immediate help for those 
unfortunates,” Robertson said, 
“and we believe that we understand 
the layman's viewpoint when we 
decided that the thing to do is to 
help the sufferers without delay.” 

The Equitable head said the ques- 
tion of meeting damages that may 
be claimed by large corporations 
through losses suffered by the ex- 
plosion eould wait until the ques- 
tion of liability had been deter- 
Mined, but that the company had 
decided the present’ course should 
be one of humanity rather than lia- 
bility. 

“The company is willing to go 
more than half way in settling the 
claims of the people whose homes 
were wrecked and who lost furni- 
ture and other effécts,’’ he said. 
“There shall be no quibbling. Win- 
ter is coming on and our instruc- 
tions are that the victims of the ex- 
plosion must be restored to their 
former comforts. Our dealing with 
the people impresses us that they 
are fair when they know they are 
being dealt with fairly, and square 
dealing will be our principle 
throughout this effort to restore 
the losses.”’

MUENCH URGES 
GUNDEMINATIONS 
. BY SPECIAL BODY 


Creation of Standing Com- 
mission to Fix Damages 
Would Prevent Excessive 
Awards, He Says. 


CITES 15 INSTANCES 
OF EXORBITANT SUMS

Capable Men Are Available 
and Could Carry on Work 
More Efficiently, City 
Counselor Believes. 


Excessively large awards of dam- 
ages by special commissioners in 
cond mnning real estate for munic- 
ipal purposes, and the tendency 
of these groups to needless delay, 
are the reasons for City Counselor 
Muench’s proposal, announced yes- 
terday, to submit a City charter 
amendment creating a. standing 
Commission to handle and facili- 
tate this business. 

It has been the practice, 
filing of a condemnation suit in 
Circuit Court, for the. Judge to 
whom it was assigned to appointa 
group of commissioners, — usually 
three, to fix the award of damages 
for property taken and the assess- 
snent of benefits, if any, against 
property in. the surrounding dis- 
trict. The commissioners are paid 
$5 a day as a fee for a public duty 
rather than in full remuneration, 
but in some cases they meet. at 
long intervals and for only a few 
hours at a time. 

Counselor Muench, recommend- 
ing a single standing commission, 
with members appointed for defi- 
nite terms by the Circuit Judges in 
general session, said they should 
be required to work at least six 
1 urs daily, three on Saturday, and 
should be sufficient in number to 
care for all cases likely to be pend- 
inj; at one time. They should be 
qualified by experience to pass on 
real estate values, he continued, 
and should receive salaries com- 
mensurate with their cuties, big 
enough to induce competent men 

undertake the service. 

To Make Draft of Plan. 

The Counselor will inquire to 
determine if the State Constitu- 
tion will permit creation of the 
Standing commission. If so, he 

rote Mayor Miller yesterday, he 
will draft the proposed charter 
amendment, The first opportunity 
for the voters to pass on this 
charge will be in November, 1928. 

Awards of damages in some past 
condemnations have run from 52 
to 264 per cent over the city’s esti- 
mate of. cost, Counselor .Muench 
told the Mayor, adding, “It is very 
evident that if a change in the law 
could be effected so as to provide 
for a permanent commission, this 
could not help being a distinct im- 
provement over the present sys- 
tem." 

The city generally has little diffi- 
culty in getting rights-of-way for 
sewers, because they are recognized 
as benefits to property, the Coun- 
selor said, but in all other improve- 
ments, such as establishment ~ of 
streets, parks, playgrounds and 
plazas, owners frequently have no 
reason or inclination to sel] their 
land; some think the city should 
give them exorbitant profits, and 
others refuse to sell voluntarily. 
Wherever possible, the city buys 
property for improvements directly, 
even if condemnation is pending. It 
has acquired 35 per cent of the 
Mémorial Plaza site in this way. 

Some Delay Unavoidable. 

Some delay in conducting con- 
demnation is unavoidable, due to 
processes of the law. the Counselor 
related, but “the speed wit& which 
a condemnation proceeding may be 
completed depends in a great meas- 
ure on the personal element—the 
disposition and the time on the 
part of courts, commissioners and 
the personnel of the legal depart- 
ment in charge to push the work 
along.” Reasonable time, he added, 
must be allowed to determime own- 
ership of every piece of property in- 
volved, to prepare the petition, to 
locate the numerous defendants for 
personal service in the suit and to 
advertise notice for those who can- 
not be found. 

As an alternative of.a. standing 
commission, a special court for con- 
demnation cases has been sugegest- 
ed, but ‘Counselor Muench objected 
that would mean an additional ex- 
pense and likely would. not have 
work to occupy its full time. As an 
alternative, he suggested: that the 
civil divisions of Circuit Court set 
aside one day weekly to hear con- 
demnation matters. 

The standing commission, the 
Counselor said. would be. able to 
carry a project throvgh continu- 
ously, avoiding delays ofthe inde- 
pendent groups of commissioners 
now In “picking up the threads of 
cach former meeting, where the 
sessions are short and far between.”

DOCTOR CLAIMS RIGHT TO 
LET SUFFERING PATIENT DIE 


Defends Vicw at Inquest Over Man 
Who, Incurably Ill, Took 
Poison.

SHEFFIELD, England, Nov. 19%. 
—The right of a doctor to let a 
suffering patient die rather than 
to seek to prolong the patient’s life 
has been asserted by Dr. A. T. 
Simpson at an inquest. The death 
of John Robinson, whom Dr. Simp- 
son had been treating for dropsy 
and heart disease, was under in- 
vestigation. 

On the day of the. pattent’s 
death, the doctor found that Rob- 
inson had taken poison and, in 
view of the great pain Robinson 
had suffered in the past and would 
suffer in the future if he lived, Dr. 
Simpson decided to make no at- 
tempt to counteract the effects of 
the poison. 

“T thought the best thing was to 
let him die,’ he told the Coroner. 
“It was impossible to remove the 
poison from his stomach and, had 
it been otherwise, I would hesitate 
to restore him as life would have 
only. been misery.”

BETHLEHEM, Pa., Nov. 19.— 
The arrest a week ago of 65 New 
York and Newark, N. J., motorists, 
caught in a dragnet laid by police 
after Patrolman Charles Fenton 
had been fatally wounded in an 
attempt to capture four robbers 
holding up an alleged disorderly 
house, disclosed that this city of 
approximately 65,000 is a  wide- 
open town, drawing an undesirable 
week-end patronage from the two 
aforementioned cities and Philadel- | 
phia. 

The wholesale roundup was | 
made for two reasons: The first 
was that the man who shot Fenton 
escaped in an automobile bearing 
a New York license. 

All those arrested proved they 
had nothing to do with the shoot- 
ing. Then the police disclosed 
their second reason for the arrests 
—an attempt to rid the district of 
undesirable visitors. Each prisoner 
was fined $27.50 for disorderly 
conduct. 

Many of the prisoners protested 
at the summary manner in which 
they were found guilty and fined, 
and three appealed. 

Undesired Visitors Attracted. 

The police were willing to admit 
unofficially that some _ innocent 
men might have been caught, but 
they unwittingly furnished their 
critics with much ammwynition by 
pleading certain facts in extenta- 
tion of the picking up of unoffend- 
ing visitors, 

“Bethlehem has 50 or 60 disor- 
derly resorts,” said the unofficial 
spokesman. “These attract gun- 
men, bootleggers and other unde- 
sirables, usually the less successful 
ones, who come here from New 
York, Newark and Philadelphia for 
a cheap week-end. They mix busi- 
ness with pleasure, and we are con- 
~,aced that many of their crimes 
committed elsewhere are planned 
here.” 

This was not exactly news to 
ministers and other civic leaders of 
this city. A Bethlehem newspaper, 
after Fenton was shot, started a 
campaign to clean up the city, and 
the Rey. Fred R. McArthur, pastor 
of the First Baptist Church, in 
commending the newspaper, wrote 
in part: “We hope that this may 
be just the beginning of a cam-' 
paign of publicity which will com- | 
pel our local and county officials 
to do their duty and clean up this 
terrible stench.” 

Stories of Evil Conditions. 

And for everyone who would 
speak out openly, as the pastor did, 
there were five who would tell sto- 
ries on promise that their names 
woudl not be published. One suc- 
cessful manager of a sales agency 
for a large and expensive make of 
automobile said he received an or- 
der for an automobile from a man 
on the South Side, and when he 
refused to extend the usual credit, 
because the purchaser lacked credit 
credentials, the man pulled out a 
great roll of bank notes, tendered 
enough to pay for the car, and said: 
“I’m running a chain of resorts 
here and they're paying me well, 
as this*foll proves, and this is the 
same roll from which I pay the po- 
lice.” 

The police force has fdr a 
number of years helped support 
itself by a system of wholesale ar- 
rests and fines. which bring in 
more than $40.000 annually. This 
amount goes a long way toward 
paying the expenses of the depart- 
ment, i 

There has also been criticism of 
the manner in which the Mayor. 
who is the presiding officer of the 
Police Court, allots this position for 
periods of one to three months to 
tarious Aldermen.

The movement, initiated several 
weeks ago by John H. Holliday and 
a few other St. Louis friends of 
Secretary of War Dwight F. Davis 
to obtain “‘favarite son’ instruc- 
tions for the 36 delegates from Mis- 
souri to the Republican national 
convention for Davis for the presi- 
dential nomination, is running 
against cold and practical politics. 

To head off Lowden control of 
the Missouri delegation, Dr, E. B. 
Clements, national committeeman 
and strongest influence in the party 
organization in the State, gave the 
word to the party workers in the 
State more than a month ago that 
an uninstructed delegation should 
be chosen, and so far Clements 
has not indicated an intention to 
alter his position, even for a Mis- 
souri candidate. 

The politics of the situation, as it 
is viewed by the working organiza- 
tion Republicans, is this: If the 
Missourj delegates are instructed 
for Davis, he will at all times be in 
control of the 36 votes, which he 
could hold for himself throughout 
the convention, even if he did not 
receive another vote. That is a 
power Clements and his associates 
wish to hold for themselves and 
there is little likelihood that they 
will consent to have it delegated to 
Davis. 

Afraid of What Davis Might Do. 

Some of the organization Repub- 
licans profess to fear that if Davis 
had the delegates to do with as he 
ricased, he m igng see fit to use 
them for a candidate who would be 
Vuling in retuen for the suvport 
te continue Davis in the Cabinet or 
porsibly to appoint him to a desir- 
at.e diplomatic post. 

Undoubtedly, t.e would have rhe 
power to compel the continuvus 
voting for himself unless the dele- 
gates would agree to support his 
choice. Without his consent there 
could be no compiete release of the 
delegates to vote as they nleascd 
It is conceivable tn the minds of 
Missouri politicians that Da- 
vis’ choice might not be their 
choce at all, and they prefer to 
take no chances, particularly fron 
the fact that for the National Com- 
mitteeman to be unable to contro! 
his State’s vote in the convention 
would mean a loss of prestige with 
the new administration. 

So Clements and his associates 

prefer ané uninstructed delegation, 
the members of which would be 
Selected by district conventions in 
which the State organization would, 
most cases, have control. 
Organization Wants Say-So. 
If the organization, of which the 
National Comimtteeman ig the ac- 
tual, though not the official, head. 
tan direct the 36 votes or nearly 
all of them, they can be taken in 
the oportune time to the candidate 
most likely to win, and if he does 
win and is elected, he is under ob- 
ligations to the National Commit- 
teeman and to the organization. 

And when questions of Federal] 
patronage arise, th’ administra- 
tion, remembering its obligation, 
would heed the desires of the Na- 
tional Committec nan. 

That is the polities of the situa- 
tion, and while Clements, who per- 
sonally is friendly to Davis, has 
avoided any comment on the Davis 
movement, the atmosphere around 
the party headquarters in the 
American Hotel is one of clear Op- 
position to instructions for any can- 
didate, 

So far Holliday has ijzade no at- 
tempt toward a state organization 
for Davis, and probably ‘will not 
until early in the year. Even then 
he is not expected to enter into 
an active fight if he becomes con- 
vinced that Davis will meet s: ics 
opposition.

has known, rose savagely today to paste in the gridiron book of 1927 


a final page of glory—but the glory of defeat. 


Triumph came to Yale, huge and 
poderful and flushed with successes 
that have swept the Bulldog.to the 
pinnacle of Eastern football while 
Harvard fumbled about somewhere 
near the bottom of the heap. Vic- 
tory in the forty-sixth meeting of 
these ancient rivals came to Yale by 
a score of 14 to 0, but to Harvard 
came also everlasting satisfaction in 
an eleven that “never knew it was 
licked,” that nearly tore itself to 
pieces “trying.” and closed the com- 
bat with a surge halted only by ev- 
ery ounce of the Bulldog’s strength. 

Only twice today did there flash 
in that crack backfield of Yale the 
brilliance that mowed down Army, 
Dartmouth and Princeton. Dogzged 
Crimson forwards battered their 
way into the heart of critical plays. 
Harvard backs broke up forward 
pass after forward pass, and forced 
Yale to win through execution of 
two perfect plays. 

Two Plays—Two Heroes. 

Yale had two new heroes tonight 
to add to those that have glinted 
through the generations of gridiron 
conflict that have made the meet- 
ings of Harvard and the Eli one of 
the big‘ annual football classics of 
New England, and they were the 
heroes of two perfect plays. 

One was John Garvey, flaming 
successor of Bruce Caldwell. The 
other was Bill Hammersiey, chief 
of the Blue kickers, and rated 
about third strong on the varsity. 

It was Garvey who took the ball 
two yards back of midfield near the 
close of the first period and raced 
around Harvard's right end, cut 
back to the center of the field, then 
with the perfect interference of 
Decker and Scott, galloped the full 
52 yards toa touchdown. Two 
periods later it was Hammersley 
who turned the same end on Har- 
vard’s 43-yard stripe, followed an 
almost identical path. and finally 
outran the tail-end of the Crimson 
defense ‘to shoot over the line for 
the final score. 

Harvard Heroic in Defeat. 

These two thrusts of Yale's 
young horsemen, riding hard along 
the trail Caldwell blazed, before 

ineligibility forced him to the side- 
lines, were enough tv clinch the 
vic’ y and send the 55,000 who 
jammed every nook of the huge 
Harvard horr<shoe into thunder- 
ous applause. For Harvard could 
fight, battle desperately on defense, 
without showing more than faint 
injiuw .on of offensive 
the fina! period. 

Then, with Dave Guarnaccia and 
Art French teaming in a flare of 
pirfectiy executed lateral passes. 
Har -ard drove. 40 yards in five 
plays for Yale's 30-yard _ stripe. 
only to forward pass recklie:r .y into 
the ms of a waiting Eli Sack.

Prefers Three-Motored Plane. 
“Would you use the same type 
% ship if you attempted the trip 
“gain?” he was asked. 
“No,” he replied. “I 
‘ke a three-motored plane with 
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at least two, and preferably three 
pilots. Two pilots who under- 
stand each other can fly indef- 
initely. When Acosta and I made 
our endurance flight, I was able 
to go to sleep knowing that Acos- 
ta would pilot the plane as well 
as or better than I could. 

“If only two: pilots are taken on 
a transoceanic flight, one should 
be a radio operator and sgmething 
of a navigator. It would be pref- 
erable, of course, to have three 
men in the plane, two pilots and 
one radio operator and naviga- 
tor.” 

Radio beacons, according to 
Qhamberlin, will eliminate many 
problems of aerial navigation. Ce- 
lestial observations, such as are 
udvocated by Commander Byrd, 
are too complicated for the ordi- 
nary flyer and are impossible to 
make in a fog, Chamberlin said. 


Radio for Flights in Fog. 

“Radio is the only solution for 
fog,” he said. “Of course, you 
can make celestial observations or 
navigate with smoke bombs after 
you come out of a fog to te!l 
where you are, but by that time it 
may be too late.” 

Like Byrd, Chamberlin believes 
that a practical instrument to 
measure the drift caused by crcss 
winds must be developed. Ard 
like Byrd, he says that the induc- 
tor compass, which guided Lind- 
bergh to Le Bourget Field in 
Paris, must be perfected. The 
inductor compass of the Colum- 
bia became useless when a hair 
spring broke. The principle of 
the instrument is right but all the 
parts of the compass must be 
made more rugged, Chamberlin 
says. 

“Anotner instrument that must 
be developed to make aviation 
safer is the’ landing altimeter, 
which will tell how far a plane is 
above the surface,” he continued. 
“This is absolutely essential if 
landings are to be made in a fog. 
The altimeter we had on our 
flight was 200 feet off when we 
were flying over the water. It 
would have been suicidal to at- 
tefopt to use it on land.” 
Fighting Sleet. 

Chamberlin has several ideas 
about the plane of the future far 
in advance of those of other avia- 
tors. One of these concerns the 
use of the exhaust to warm the 
wings of the plane. He says that 
by this arrangement it may be 
possible to overcome sleet, which, 
even more than fog, makes flying 
extremely dangerous. 

“With a lightly loaded plane, it 
is usually possible to avoid sleet,” 
he explained. “One can climb to 
the higher altitudes where there 
is no sleet, or can fly low, where 
the higher temperature melts the 
ice. With a heavily loaded plane, 
however, there may be times when 
the sleet formed in the lower alti- 
tudes, changes the contour of the 
wings and makes climbing impos- 
sible. In that case, the heat from 
the exhaust might be utilized to 
warm the wings.” 

Use of several motors to drive 
one propeller is another idea to 
which Chamberlin is giving con- 
sideration. If the two motors 
now under the wings could be in- 
stalled in the fuselage and made 
to drive one propeller Uy a sys- 
tem of gears, resistance would be 
cut down and the ship would be 
cleaned up, he said.

HIS is the story of a nation tearing at 
Tee shackles and fetters which bind it to 

400 years of oppression and tyranny. It 
is the story of a nation destroyed by con- 
querors, crushed by dictators, ravaged by 
great aristocrats and landlords, terrorized by 
militarists, plundered by foreigners, dark-) 
ened by superstition and medievalism, now 
emerging from its dull chrysalis into the 
bright majesty of nationhood. Mexico is the 
nation, and the story is that of Jose Kelly, 
General Delegate of the Mexican Federation 
of Labor, known as the CROM from the in- 
itials of its Spanish designation, who came 
to St. Louis as an observer of the’ Interna- 
tional Good Will Congress. Besides repre- 
senting the CROM, Kelly bears credentials 
from Minister Luis Morones of the Mexican 
Department of Labor, Commerce and Indus- 
try. His mission, among other things, is to 
explain present conditions in Mexico to the 
people of the United States, and he is doing 
this principally by speeches such as the one 
he made at the City Club last Tuesday. 


17 Years of Revolutions 


And What They Have Brought 

Kelly, a mestizo of Mexican and Irish par- 
entage, has earned the right to tell about 
Mexico from 17 years of service to the revo- 
lutionary cause as artisan, soldier, speaker 
and organizer. During the revolution of 
1910—now being consolidated by President 
Calles and the Agrarian-Labor party—Kelly, 
as a machinist, was making one-pounders out 
of locomotive axles. One of Kelly’s cannons 
now stands in the plaza at El Paso, replac- 
ing an old Civil War piece which had been 
appropriated by the Mexican rebels. His 
first utterance in the cause of the new Mex- 
ico was to fill his locomotive axle-cannon 
with railroad spikes and broadcast them with 
a loud roar against the Diaz troops. In the 
fighting at Mexico City when Diaz fell and 
Mexico was reborn under the visionary Ma- 
dero, -Kelly was present as a Major of artil- 
lery. 

In a few quick strokes, Kelly sketches 
what this Mexico of 1910 and before was like. 
Less than 1000 family groups or clans owned 
the land. In the State of Chihuahua, for 
example, was the 600,000 acre estate of Luis 
Terrazas, including the capital city of Chi- 
huahua where the Government had to rent 
from Terrazas its sites for public buildings. 
The State of Morelos, where 83,000 Mexi- 
cans lived, was owned by 10 families. More- 
los was the scene of the revolt of the fiery 


Zapata. 


Federal System Maintained 


With Peons Practically Slaves 
“You call Zapata a’ bandit,’ says Kelly. 


“We call him a patriot.’’ There was the estate 
of Manual Gonzales, President of Mexico from 
1880 to 1884. He owned 350,000 acres. 
The Mexican peons were attached to these 
lands like the serfs of the Middle Ages. Mex- 
ico was feudal. 

“Ninety per cent of the peons,’’ says Kel- 
ly, “‘were illiterate; 90 per cent were land- 
less; 87 1-2 per cent were living out of wed- 
lock because they were too poor to pay a mar- 
riage fee of 25 pesos, or $12.50. For their 
labor these peons got 12 1-2 cents a day, and 
a working day consisted of from 10 to 14 
hours. Skilled laborers commanded $1.50 a 
day. There was no such thing ‘as education. 
There was no such thing as the ballot—the 
soldiers did whatever voting there was to be 
done, and three days before any election the 
local politico of any village could tell you 


fexactly how many votes would be cast. There 


was no such thing as housing. The peons 
of old scraps of sheet iron, or flimsy shelt- 
ers of palm leaves. The floors were of earth 
and furniture was unknown. Mexico was a 
land of squalor, poverty and misery. 


Education at Low Ebb 


Under the Old Regime 
“In the whole land of Mexico in 1910 there 


were but.417 schools and 48775 pupils. 
These schools were in the cities. There were 
no schools whatever in the rural districts. 
There were 12 Catholic parochial schools 
whose fees per pupil were 30 pesos a month. 
Mexico's one university in Mexico City was 
closed because the people were too poor to 
send their children to it. Less than 4. per

Nearly 150 years after the United States 
had achieved democracy, the peons cf Mex- 
ico groped in medieval night. Kelly recounts 
various incidents of the terrorism and re- 
pacity common to.those times. Here is one: 
Manual Gonzales, owner of 350,000 acres of 
land, sent his men to seven villages in Chap- 
ingo and destroyed them. When the terrified 
villagers attempted to camp on the charred 
ruins of their homes, they were arrested for 
trespass and fined from 250 to 500 pesos 
apiece. Of course, they had no money, so 
the object of Gonzales’ raid was achieved: 
they were sent to work out their fines on the 
land as peons. At the wage of 121-2 cents 
a day, they and their children would prob- 
ably be working out the fines yet if it hadn’t 
been for the revolution. 


Madero’s Social Vision 

Back of 1910 Revolution 

Kelly makes a careful differentiaiion of 
the revolution of 1910 from other revolu- 
tions in Mexican history. ‘He explains that 
previous revolutions were political, that is, 
an ambitious man would collect an army, 
éverthrow the government, and grab the pow- 
er for himself. The beneficiaries of this act 
would be himself and his chief followers. His 
army would be disbanded and. sent home. 
Then the looting would begin. This kind of 
revolution did not mean anything to the 
great masses of people. In 1910, however, a 
dreamer named Madero financed a revolu- 
tion which had behind it, not only Madero’s 
thirst for power, but a social vision. Kelly 
emphasizes the phrase. Keep it in mind. 
He will tell what it means. 

“Behind Madero,” says Kelly, “was not the 
usual crowd of politicos but a new force or 
group of forces One of these was an infant 
labor movement, now grown to full stature 
as the CROM. Another was the incoherent 
desire of the peon to throw off his semi- 
slavery. Behind Madero, too, were the lfb- 
erals of Mexico, the professional men, the 
feminists, the progressives, all who were 
eager to see Mexico come into true nation- 


hood. 
Aim of the Revolution 
To Lift Up the Common People

being purchased from large landholders, by 
condemnation and the money for this purpose 
has been raised by the sale of agrarian bonds.

The amount of land a peon gets varies with 
its location, its fertility and many other fac- 
tors. A farm of 10 hectares, or approximate- 
ly 25 acres, is normal in fertile regions. In 
arid places, 30 hectares is an average farm. 
In this connection, Kelly tells of the great 
reclamation projects now afoot in the desert 
land of Mexicd. There are, in the state of 
Chihuahua, On the lands once owned by Ter- 
razas, three great irrigation jobs, each cost- 
ing 60,000,000 pesos, or $30,000,000 under 
way. They will reclaim.millions of acres 
of land. 

In the matter of schools, Kelly ‘contrasts 
the illiterate condition of the Mexico of 1910 
with its less than 50,000 pupils, with the 
educational progress of the Calles and Ob- 
regon administration. He tells it in figures. 
In three years there have been established: 

11,000 public grammar schools in the 
cities. 

6500 grammer schools in the rural re-

A deliberate effort was made to 


- nationalize all property of evéry 


kind and description and to con- 
vert all workers,. whether on the 
land,.in factories, shops or work- 
shops, into servants of the state. 
An abject peace was made with 
Germany at Brest; Litovsk. That 
was the first achievement of the 
bolshevist revolution, which is 
now celebrating its decennary. 

The history of all successful 
revolutions runs very much on 
the same lines. There is a legit- 
imate uprising against intolerable 
grievances. This is generally ac- 
complished under the guidance of 
men of enlightened views, assured 
moderation and of definite and 
practical and limited aims. This is 
the most fruitful and enduring 
part of a revolution. 

The second stage of a revolu- 
tion is reached when its direction 
is captured by the fanatical ele- 
ments amongst the forces behind 


it. This stage of revolutionary 
development is sterile and de 
structive. It always is marred by 
extravagances which alienate sym- 
p-thy and .outrage all decent 
human sentiment. 

The third stage is the inevitable 
one of reaction created by the out- 
rages. The net result of all these 
revolutionary viciasitudes is that 
in the end nothing is left of the 
reforms effected except what was 
athieved in the first stage, and 
very often a good part of that is 
forfeited by the revulsion of fzel- 
ing which follows from the wild 
savagery of he second stage. 


Result of Revolt at Stake. 


That is the history of the En- 
glish revolution and of the French 
revolution.

But that is the way things have been go- 
ing in the Caribbean and in Central Ameri- 
ca since we started our march toward the 
Way back in 1903 Theodore Roose- 
velt committed this country without a sin- 
gle “‘Aye” or “Nay” from Congress. He 
wanted a Panaman revolution and it came. 
On Nov. 3 the municipal council of the city 
of Panama proclaimed a republic. On Nov. 
6 President Roosevelt recognized this re- 
public and made the United States its 
sponsor. All that has been done since; in 
Haiti, in Nicaragua, in Panama itself, has 
been an elaboration of that plan to ab- 
sorb the Caribbean and its adjacent terri- 
tory. Yet never once has Congress de- 
clared such a policy. 

It is easy to see the possibilities. We ab- 
sorbed that part of Colombia known as 
Panama because we wanted the present 
canal. We have the excuse for being in 
Nicaragua that we must insure control of 
the canal route there for which we have 
the grants. Suppose tomorrow we say that 
we .qust also have Costa Rica to connect 
up our other protectorates. And day after 
tomorrow we want the other Central 
American nations. All this can be done 
through State Department machinery. Isn't 
it about time that Congress, the represen- 
tatives of the people who supply the ma- 
rines gave some real attention to the Carib- 
bean? 

More than one nation has got into seri- 
ous trouble because it developed the habit 
of leaving such affairs to Ministers who 
were subject to severe attacks of indiges- 
tion.

ARELY is the heart of generous folk 

in New York City so stirred as it was 
by the st@éry of Mrs. Hildegar Wywias, who 
smothered her four children and herseif 
with gas because she was beaten in the 
long struggle with poverty. The final blow 
to her hurt pride was the acceptance of 
shoes for her children from a charitable 
sisterhood. Her final defeat in her daily 
toil was the deduction from her wages of 
the value of a dress which she had scorched 
while pressing. The final grim irony of her 
fate was that by the turning off of her 
gas supply for non-payment even the mcans 
of suicide were denied her until she had 
wrenched open the meter. 

It is idle to say that this need not have 
happened: that the community is ready, is 
willing, is eager to succor honest need and 
worth. What we are dealing with in such 
a case is not a problem in arithmetic but 
the mental attitude of a woman driven by 
Pprivation. anxiety and the sense of defeat 
to, a state of mind scarcely normal, in 
which the determination of the honest poor 
not te eat the bread of charity survived ‘as 
a master thought. 

It is with that master thought that so- 
ciety must deal. Somehow the idea must 
leap the gap of misunderstanding that aid 
in such a case is not charity but justice: 
that the community could not afford not 
to hasten to the service and the saving 
of such a mother and her children: that if 
in such dealing with such a case any “obli- 
gation” ts conferred, it is society that gets 
the best of the transaction.

Teaching Democracy. 

Under the leadership of the 
CROM, the people of: Mexico are 
being taught democracy. “In doing 
so,” says Kelly, “the CROM has 
taken a leaf. from the history of 
the United States. Believing that 
democracy in this country was an 
outgrowth of the town-meeting 
system, the CROM has_ revived 
town-meetings throughout Mexico. 
It is customary for a town-meeting 
there to last from 9 o’clock in the 
morning until 6 at night. All the 
affairs of the village are discussed, 
as well as national problems, and 
the peon, long muzzled, is spout- 
ing his views with that particular 
vehemence and loquacity of which 
only the people below the Rio 
Grande are capable. 

This education for democracy is 
also proceeding through the radio. 
There is a radio receiving set ncw 
in every rural school. A train car- 
rying an array of agriculturai im- 
plements is being sent through 
Mexico to teach the peon hew to 
farm. A motion picture of how an 
American farmer does it is reeled 
off before the eyes of the netives, 
who see every detail of the Ameri- 
can farmer’s life from dawn till 
dusk.” 

Not Uneasy Over Religion. 

Kelly, himself a Catholic, thinks 
the religious question in Me~'co 
will solve itself. He describes } 
average Mexican :i; a man who 
loves the church, but who will not 
give up his farm and his school to 
raise the interdict. Accordin., to 
Kelly, the main restrictions im- 
posed by the new constitution on 
the church are that clergymen shall 
refister with the Government; that 
they shall not discuss politics from 
the puipit; that they shall not take 
part in political movements; that 
they shail not denounce the Gov- 
ernment and the constitution in 
schools ; 

In the ranks of the Agrarian- 
Labor party, Kelly says there is 
great devotion to the church, but 
an unwillingness to waive these re- 
strictions under any circumstances. 
Ninety-five per cent of the Calles’ 
supporters, he estimates, are Catho- 
lics. He describes most of them as 
making regular visits to the church- 
es @or prayers, though they are 
excommunicated,. and es looking 
forward to the time when the ban 
will be raised. 

As to the recent executions in 


Mexico, Kelly looks upon ‘them as 
the natural result of armed ‘revolt 
against established . government. 
Serrano, he says, turned -to. arms 
after the recent convention of the 
Agrarian-Labor party which unani- 
mously- geccepted’ Obregon as its 
candidate for the presidency in 
1928. Serrano himself was a can- 
didate before that*convention and 
received votes in the early ballot- 
ing. Since the indorsement of this 
party is equivalent to election, Ser- 
rano knew that a peaceful can- 
didacy was futile. He thereupon 
conspired with Gen: Quijaho to lead 
his troops out of Mexico City. When 
this had been done, the Calles gov- 
ernment sent airplanes over the 
encamped troops to circulate leaf- 
lets explaining the Governments 
position. The soldiers, who.. had 
obediently followed their  com- 
mander, Quijano, read these leaf- 
lets and promptly marched back to 
Mexico City, the same Quijano at 
their head. : 

In explanation of the violent end 
of Serrano and* Gomez,’ who was 
the leader- of the .church’ party, 
Kelly says that they were given 
only what they themselves ‘had 
promised for Calles and Obregon. 


The Gomez Outbreak. 


In his public speeches, Says 
Kelly, Gomez was quoted as saying 
that even if Obregon were elected; 
he would never take his ‘seat, that 
he would be shot to death, and 
Gomez prophesied, in the’ event° of 
his own election, he would allot 
six feet of ground to each of his 
leading pWitical enemies. 

After the CROM had nominated 
Obregon, Calles sent for Serrano 
and Gomez. He assured them that 
they would be protected in their 
candidacies, and. that he would re- 
main neutral. He gave them per: 
mission to say what they pleased, 
but warned them that if,they took. 
up arms and attempted a revolt 
the Government would tréat them 
as rebels. They did revolt, and 
both were shot. They overestimat- 
ed their strength with the ‘army, 
as they underestimated . the 
stfength of the revolution’ behind 
Calles. ; 

In Kelly’s opinion armed revolt 
has become impossible in+Mexico. 
If doubt remains, De la Huerta, 
Serrano and Gomez, he -bélieves/ 
have proved that it is impossible.

land at a low speed, and ultimate- 
ly, one that will land in a‘ stall 
with all power cut off,” he re- 
plied. “That same plane will have 
to be able to make an ascent at 
a 45-degree angie. With our 
small landing fields, such a devel- 
opment is. inevitable. Eventually 
it will be possible to bring a plane. 
almost straight down, something 
like a parachute. That, of course, 
will mecessitate better landing 
gear, something collapsible that 
will act as a shock absorber.” 


Landing at 15 Miles an Hour. 


Chamberlin himself has been 
giving a great deal of attention to 
low-speed landing. At the Teter- 
boro Air Field in New. Jersey, he 
recently glided to earth and land- 
ed at less than 15 miles an hour. 

“When trans-oceanic hops are 
commonplaces, the ships to make 
the trips will undoubtedly be 
amphibians,” Chamberlin contin- 
ued. “At present, the amphibian 
presents too great resistance. It 
is hardly more than a flying boat 
with wheels attached. Within a 
few years, however, they will be 
used for cross country § flying. 
Nearly every large town in this 
country is near some body of wa- 
ter that the amphibians could use. 

“There “will be a great improve- 
ment of airplane engines within the 
next few years. In the first place, 
the weight will be cut down. That 
will allow the plane to carry more 
passengers or more freight. Second, 
the power wiil be increased. When 
I -was in England I saw a racing 
motor weighing only 730 pounds 
that developed 780 horsepower. The 
old army motor. weighed 500 
pounds with radiator and water and 
developed only 99) horsepower, The 
present Whirlwind motor weighs 
500 pounds and develops 225 horse- 
power, and also eliminates’ the 
plumbing that goes with the water- 
cooled motor. I think that eventu- 
ally we'll see an American motor 
weighing 750 pounds that develops 
700 horsepower. 


Aviation in Europe. 


“Beyond .the racing motor, did 
you see anything in Europe that 
was in advance of American avia- 
tion?’’ he was asked. 

“Not that I can recall at the mo- 
ment,’’ Chamberlin replied. “They 
are far ahead of us in the matter of 
comfort for air p2csengers, but. I 


think that is the result of the Gov- : 


ernment subsidies. Over there, 
they have planes finished in ma- 
hogary and they give plenty of 
service. We could give those things 
if passengers demanded them, but I 
believe our people put safety first. 

“Subsidies really make for ineffi- 
ciency. I got the idea that the 
commercial companies in Europe 
didn’t care whether they broke 
even, because they knew their Gov- 
ernment would foot the bill. The 
subsidies have really retarded the 
development of European aviation. 
I think the American system is bet- 
ter.. Our commercial companies 
are going ahead ‘efficiently and are 
beginning to make their lines pay. 
To do that they have to be con- 
stantly on the alert for improve- 
ments. In the long run subsidies 
don’t pay. 


Boys Interested in Flying. 


“Tl think there is more rea! inter- 
est in aviation in America than ‘n 
Europe. You'd be surprised at the 
interest’ the boys in this country 
are showing: I've attended any

number of exhibits of models made

facts of flying. 

“When these boys grow up they 
are going to take to the airplane as 
an everyday affair, just as the 
young fellow of a few years ago 
took to is father’s automobile. The 
plaae of tomorrow will be almost as 
safe as the automobile is today and 
it will be accepted as a common- 
place within the next few years. 

“It just happened that many 
spectacular flights were made this 
year. The planes to make those 
flights had been available for some 
time. In a way, this year’s flights 
marked a turning point. From now 
on the progress may note be as spec- 
tacular, but it will put the airplane 
among the common cogveniences.’’

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munism in 1921. The peasants 
and their families constitute fully 
80 per cent of the population of 
Russia. The extent of the tri- 
umph won by the Russian culti- 
vator therefore will be seen. It 
meant that, insofar as the great- 
est industry in Russia was con- 
cerned, communism was an ac- 
knowledged and accepted failure. 


When, therefore, figures are giv- 
en by  bolshevist sympathizeis 
which demonstrate the rapidity of! 
Russian recovery under the bolshe- 


vist regime in the last few years, 
the inference drawn from that fact 
by communist orators is not justi- 
fied. Individual ownership and cx- 
ploitation of the land by the Rus- 
sian peasants is and has been 
throughout the fundameutal tect 
in the Russian revolution, jus* as 
it was in the French revolution. 

The analogy is almost complete. 
Royalist leaders in both cases re- 
fused to recognize the fact that the 
peasants were resolved, com: what 
may, not to part with ther vew 
proprietorship. Hence the com- 
plete failure of all their «fforts <0 
overthrow Jacobeanism in France 
and bolshevism in Russia. 


Peasants Bring About Victory. 


The White armies were . well 
equipped.. They were led by skilled 
Generals and by most of the trained 
officers of the old Czarist armies. 
The bolshevist forces were  ill- 
equipped and were driven to de- 
pend on improvised leaders and of- 
ficers who had not acquired the 
necessary training and experience. 
But the peasants of Russia stood 
by a revolution which had given 
them the land, and as the red flag 
represented revolution and the 
white standard meant -restoration 
of the old order, the White armies 
failed to establish their footing in 
any part‘of the country. They ul- 
timately collapsed for lack of sup- 
port. 

That is why, at the end of 10 
years, bolshevism seems to be more 
firmly established in Russia than 
it was 10 years ago. 

What of the future? Anyone 
who attempts to forecast what will 
happen to that vast country, with 
its .mysterious people, must have 
more than a strain of recklessness 
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in his composition. There is no 
real liberty in Russia. The peas- 
ant has freed his land, but he Is 
quite indifferent to freedom of 
speech or press. So there is none 
in Russia. ‘ 

All the same, the mere fact that 
Trotzky and Zinovieff are labori- 
ously expelled by resolution and 
not summarily executed by mus- 
ketry shows that the era of savag- 
ery is over. That conflict is still 
in the balance. 


Change in Rale Complete. 


The present junta of rulers may 
be supplanted, at no distant date, 
by another clique. But the restora- 
tion of the ancient regime seems 


impossible. Not even re-enthrone- 
ment of the Romanoffs would 
bring back the old order. | 
landed aristocracy has vanishe 
forever.

To insure the continuous 2p- 
eration of the refinery from the se- 
lected crude, it is neces#ary that 
the storage at the refinery be suf- 
ficient to meet the run-to-stills re- 
quirements for an extended period 
of time, so that at all times, there 
will be produced a motor: oil uni- 
form as to original stock, as well as 


from these tanks and pumped to 
stills for primary separation.

Crude oil is first- pumped into a 
pipe still and heated to a high tem- 
perature by means of an oil burn- 
er.

The Sedan finished 25,000 miles on No- 
vember 4th at 10:09 a. m., which made the 
total elapsed time 16 days, 19 hours and 20 
minutes, or 24,200 minutes, and the aver- 
age speed 61.98 miles per hour for the en- 
tire distance.

These three sec- 
tions extend through Kankakee, 
Will and Cook counties, the road to 
closely parallel the Tllinois Central 
Railroad right of way.

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HYPNOTISM REPORTED 
SAVING DU PONT'S LIFE 


Understood to Have Ended, 
Hiccoughs After Larynx 
Had Been Removed. 


By Leased Wire From the New 
York Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 19.—Conval- 
escing after an operation for can- 
eer of the larynx, T. Coleman du 
Pont, Delaware capitalist and Unit- 
ed States Senator, was brought 
close to death recently at the Man- 
hattan Eye, Ear and Throat Hos- 
pital by a sustained attack of hic- 
coughs and was saved only by ap- 
plication of hypnotism, it was re- 
ported today. 

Dr. John E. McKenty, senior 
surgeon of the hospital, removed 
Senator du Pont’s larynx abgut six 
weeks ago. The operation de- 
prived the patient of natural pow- 
er of speech as a result of loss of 
the vocal chords, but he was ag- 
sured that by means of an “arti- 
ficial larynx,’® a device developed 
jointly by scientists of the Western 
Electric Co., and Dr. McKenty 
who had studied the problem more 
than 20 years, he would be able 
to speak without serious difficulty. 

No detailed information was 
available today regarding the un- 
expected development which 
threatened to nullify all that sci- 
ence had done for Senator Du Pont. 
Through a secretary, Dr. McKenty 
declined to discuss the case. 

It was learned, however, that 
protracted hiccoughing had opened 
the healing wounds in the patient’s 
throat and it was reported that his 
physicians fell back upon hynosis 
after some of the more common 
forms of medical treatment had 
failed to achieve results. An ex- 
pert in the thereapeutic applica- 
tion of hypnosis was called in. The 
condition thus induced, a state re- 
gembling deep sleep, ended, it was 
understood, the spasmodic contrac- 
tions of the diaphragm against 


which Senator Du Pont had been 
helpless. 

The name of the hypnotist, pre- 
sumably a physician, was not giv- 
en, nor is it publicly know wheth- 
er hypnosis was attained by physio- 
logical means or the more custo- 
mary means of mental suggestion. 
There has been no recurrence of 
the trouble, however, and Senator 
Du Pont is reported to be “doing 
nicely.”’
